The jumpers who were pit- 
ted against' lilni thought they would have a 
very easy t.nsk, nnd it was a matter of mucb 
surprise.\vtien the lame American champion 
jumped fi feet 1 inch mid tied their best man. 
A few iliys later, at the London Athletic 
club games, Pago won the contest by a jump 
of 6 feet anil 2 inehes. 
Then lie crossed over to Ireland, tied the 
great Irish jumper, Kelly, at 0 feet IK inches, 
ind claimed the championship of Ireland, as 
Kelly would not jump 
off. 


Then he broke the previous best records of 


P. Daviii, at Carrick-on-Suir, Ireland, who 
Jumped 0 feet 2% inehes on July 5,1880, 
DV clearing 6 feet S% inches at a bound.' 
When Page returned 1'rym England he raised 
the American high running jump record fully 
half an inch, and only failed to smash his own 
tremendous performance of 0 feet S^f inches 
by tbe merest accident. He made three trial*, 
and twice cleared the bar fairly, but in com- 
ing down didbdged it ifith his h&nd or elbow.

"Sympathy From Science" Like 


Blood in Turnips—Dr. Par- 


ker's Lecture. 


John B. Gough's Exalted Opinion of the

NEW YORK, Got. 8.—Tha Hev. Dr. Joseph 


Porker of tho City Toinple, London, took 
tho locturo stage at Cliickoring Hall, with 
a "dramatic parable" called "Job's Com- 
forters." "Sympathy from Science" was 
tho sub-title of the monologue, and the 
picoo was roully a set oC dialogues be- 
tween an imaginary nineteenth century 
Job and three modern men of science, 
more or IOSH ingeniously vailed under the 
stage names of Stuart, the Miiitte; Hux- 
ley, Molocullto, and Tyndall, the Saducee. 
Two more personages made their appear- 
ance toward tho end, a game-keeper and 
his daughter. 
The lesson of the parable 


Is tho Impotaucy of modern science to 
comfort sorrow or console grief. 


John B. dough, he said, had given him 


some advice about the sort of lecture the 
pooplo in America would expect. No mat- 
tor how witty, how eloquent, how polished, 
how felicitous a speaker was, the great 
tomperance orator had said be could not 
hope for lasting success in America unless 
he was animated by a profound moral pur- 
pose—a most delicate tribute, Dr. Parker 
thought, to the intelligence and moral 
fibre of the people of the United States. 
With this idea in his mind, he had written 
his "dramatic parable," on the proper lim- 
itation of seioncetothellaldof knowledge, 
mid its equally proper exclusion from 
tho Hold ot sympathy and sentiment.

The three philosophers 
can only toll him that the law of nature is 
u hard one; that his goods and his family 
have gone tho w uy of tho chemical econo- 
my of Clio universe. Mr. Parker's mon- 
ologue wus about forty minutes in length.. 
Ho said in an epilogue that he could not 
expect to pieaso tlis flippant; it was for 
tho sobor and thoughtful only, at which 
there was some applause.

MiNNSiPOLls, Minn., Oct. 8.—J. P. Mo- 


Gaughey, Secretary of the Co-operative 
Board of Knights of Labor, said this 
morning that the result of the vote in the 
case of James B. Buchanan, tne reject- 
ed delegate from District Assembly No. 
89 of Denver, as given by the latter, was 
false, and that the vote was unanimous 
against Buchanan. The effect of Powder- 
ly'g address yesterday has been generally 
good and It is thought he will gain friends 
by the sentiments expressed, although 
they were somewhat antiquated. His ex- 
pressions with regard to his alleged con- 
nection with socialism and anarchism 
were very well received, and have won 
much comment in his favor.

In fact, the talk is 
quite general among the delegates to tho 
effect that such a flght is quite likely to 
come up in the convention and that the 
constitution will be bitterly nnposed by 
the "antis." What strength iey will be 
able to develop if the matter , brought up 
and reaches a vote is not known. A 
prominent Eastern Knight of Labor ex- 
presses the opinion that the dissatisfaction 
over this matter is very much stronger 
than ths administration men have any 
idea of. The "antis" would have to poll a 
two-thirds vote to win. 
The principal 


point of opposition among the "antis" 
seems

holding office for a two-years' term. 
Thay also moke the claim that at least 
two of the present general officers—Seci o- 
tary Lichtman and Treasurer Turner— 
are wholly incompetent. Whether they 
have any facts In regard to the general 
officers named in support of their asser- 
tion is not known. The administration 
delegates, asked in regard to tho matter, 
state emphatically that the charge oi' in- 
competency made against them (Turner 
and Lichtman) are 
entirely without 


foundation in fact. They say that two 
better men for the positions named could 
not be found ill the organization. It is 
quiet evident that the two factions in tl > 
convention fear each other. The fact th it 
lengthy secret caucuses are held night y 
goes a long way to sustaining this beliuf. 


General Secretary Lichtman presented 


his report. It was very voluminous. Tho 
f«llowing is a short synopsis: 


The number of members reported in 


good standing at the last session of thn 
general assembly was 702,924, and tho 
number of members in arrears, 26,758. 
This made the apparent membership of 
the order, as then reported, 729,877. Tho 
tremendous growth in the early nartot 
1888 wi'l be remembered. People camo 
into the order by the hundred thousands, 
so that a suspension of initiations for forty 
days was ordered. After the forty days 
had expired the rush again commenced, 
and the result was to bring to the organ- 
ization a mass of material that proved 
itself to be a weakness rather than a 
strength. For the six months following 
the session of the general assembly at 
Kichmond, the papers of the country have 
been filled continually with assaults upon 
the orfler, upon the general officers, and 
ev«ry thing possible done to disintegrate 
and destroy the order. Yet, in spito of ail 
this opposition, the total number of mem- 
bers reported in good standing July 1 is, 
in round numbers, 485,000. Add to this 
the nearly 60,000 who are in the same rela- 
tion to'the order as the 26,753 reported in 
arrears upon the last report, and we 
would have the membership of the order 
636,000 July 1,1887. This would indicate 
an apparent decrease of about 195,000 
members. 


The receipts for the fiscal year ending 


July 1, are shown to be ,1388,731, giving, 
with balance on hand, a grand total of 
$508,647. Consideration of the question of 
establishing a co-operative saving nsso 
elation was recommended, also that State 
assemblies be made compulsory instead 
of permissive. 


The general assembly at Richmond, 


after adopting certain amendments to the 
constitution, referred the balance of the 
report to the committee on law, to- 
gether 
with 
such 
other 
changes 


as 
had 
been 
presented 
to

general assembly, to a special committee 
of revision. It was ordered that this 
committee, 
in 
conjunction with 
the 


general executive board, should prepare 
a revision of the constitution and submit 
the same to a vote of the local assemblies 
of the order.

were requested to vote upon the constitu- 
tion proper as the first proposition, and 
upon the article relating to National trade 
assemblies as the second proposition. The 
returns from the local assemblies showed 
that 2,363 local assemblies voted on the 
first proposition, and 3,096 voted no; that 
2,363 local assemblies voted yes on the 
second proposition, and 962 no. 


Locretary Lichtman, in concluding, said 


his office had been any thing but a bed of 
roses and that bnemies among the order 
had persecuted him. 


An Appeal to Borne La Behalf of Dr. Mc- 
Glynn. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8,—It has become 


known that Bishop John Moore of St. 
Augustine, Fla., has sent another applica- 
tion to the Pope to have the case of Dr. 
McGlynn reopened. When Cardinal Gib- 
bons was in Rome, he received from Dr. 
Bnrtsell, Dr. McGlynn's counsel, a defense 
of Dr. McGlynn's course. 
It was ad- 


dressed, not to the Prefect of the Propa- 
ganda, as jt should have been if it was in- 
tended as a formal defense, but it 
was in the shape of a letter to Car- 
dinal Gibbons. He therefore did not 
hand the letter to the Propaganda, but 
communicated its contents to Cardinal 
Simeoni as a document in tho case. 
Cardinal Gibbous was in no way author- 
ized to act as an intermediary in the case 
between Dr. McGlynn and 
his arch- 


bishop, and scrupulously avoided inter- 
fering. He was surprised when the so- 
called "defense" arrived, addressed to 
him, and was annoyed when a few days 
later he received a cable trom Bishop 
Moore, asking tho Cardinal to request ths

He spoke hopefully- of success, but 
sees hard times to come in Ireland. He 
did not care to give the exact programme 
that had been agreed upon, but he re- 
ferred enthusiastica'ly to his meeting the 
representative* of America's organized 
army of workmgmen at Minneapolis. 


"I intend to jump into work for the 


cause of Ireland," he said, "as soon as I 
arrive there. Then I expect to jump into 
prison. As I know not how long I may 
be allowed my liberty, I intend to improve 
every moment and exert every energy for 
our cause. The coming year is the trial 
year and requires that the greatest work 
of our lives shall be done. I believe that 
within that period the success or defeat 
of our movement will be determined. 
I believe that victory awaits us. I have

Still a Mystery. 


Dr. I. N. Barnes, Dr. Sibley and Dr 


Caaa, Chenowerth, members of the Boart 
of Health, visited the Wood street sohoo 
building last evening, for the purpose o 
investigating the sanitary condition o 
the outbuildings and dry closet system. 
Four children who have attended this 
school have died ot diphtheria within a 
short tune, and quite a number of the 
pupils have been taken out of the schoo 
for the present by their parents. The 
Board made a close examination, but fail- 
ed to discover any cause for the presence 
of the disease. They found everything 
in good shape about the premises, so far 
as they could observe. Snpt. Oastman 
will throw a lot of hme and sulphuric 
acid into the vaults of the old out house 
and possibly the further use of thewel 
watei will be abandoned.

road

complished long since is » mystery to most 
people, and discussion of the subject has 
been revived by Judge Gresham'a order 
to Beceiver McNulta to disburse $1,000,- 
WOm company's treasury m taking up 
past cue coupons on the first mortgage 
jonds Receiver McNulta's admimstra- 
jon is conceded to have been o most ad- 
mrable one, and the road is now believed

PARIS, Sept. 14.—Imagine a spacious, old ^ 
iishlonod mansion in the north of England, 
witii u largo ball running from door to door, 
serving tbe double purpose of on entrance 


l dining room, decorated with tbe beads 


111! brandling horns of many a hapless deer, 


witli Hags, armor, pikes, guns and bows, and 
huge skim of lions, leopards and tigers on tbe 
floor, and a large round table in the center, 
whore many a good dinner hud L««n served 
to bold thinkers in days gone by. Imagine 
all thin, and you will have, the surroundings 
of a charming dinner party that I am about 
to describe—not the menu, the succession of 
courses, the china, the silver, but the main 
points of the conversation. 


On this occasion there were maembltd there 
county squire, a retired general, a naval 


ofllcor, a clergyman, a Socialist, an artist, a 
professor of political economy and two Amer- 
cun ladies. The conversation, which lasted 
until midnight, was a wholesale criticism of 
•oyalty, its greed and selfishness, as illus- 
trated in the recent festivities. 


The rejoicings of the queen and her flunkies 


ilmt iu (ill the upheavals on the continent she 
has stuck to her throne for (Ifty years, Is still 
!> tbome of constant merriment with the 
prefe and the people. The gist of the talk on 
;bis occasion will give you an idea ol how 
rapidly the respect for the royal family Is 
waning. 


"Now 
that the jubilee junketing is over," 


said our host, "the last corner stone of future 
nstitutlons laid for this year, the dazzling 
spectacular processions ended; now that 
;ho music has ceased and the lights are out, 
lysteria is giving way to common sense, and 
It is evident that a time of practical reflection 
Is setting in. Loyalty to monarchical ideas 
H'os nt high water level just before tbe re- 
cent celebration. In 1843 republican tenden- 
cies in England reached flood tide, but the 
obb has been steadily going on ever since. 
And now the time for the return wave has 
come, and the change of feeling will be all 
the more rapid, because of the relapse that 
always follows abnormal enthusiasm. Hard 
bunded and close fisted John Bull la beginning 
to ask what all the fuss, which he must pay 
for, has been about. The overburdened tax- 
payers 
realize 
now that 
the 
uproar 


lias been of no benefit to them. But the 


at enthusiasm wo have witnessed was not 


the result of loyalty, but of the fact that in 
England we have no regular national fete 
dity." Addressing the American lady on his 
right lie said: "We have nothing recurring 
every year like your Decoration day, your 
Fourth of July, Thanksgiving and Washing- 
ton's birthday. All we have is a bank holi- 
day, 
occurring on four Mondays chosen at 


convenient intervals during the year, to give 
the Bank of England clerks a. needed rest 
from casting up columns of figures. Think 
of a nation without a single day set apart to 
celebrate any great patriotic event, and then 
yuu can judge at the cause of the enthusiasm 
roused by the recent fetes." 


"Yea," said the hostess, laughing, "what 


[Xisslblo sentiment can these bank holidays 
Hiigyt'st? Nothing but work and cold dinners, 
I am sure." 


"I hnvo lived in England," said one of the 


Amoricuit Indies, "live years, and until this 
summer have never soon any illuminations, 
ilucoratlons or pyrotechnics, and though I am 
a patriotic citizen of the United States and a 
red Republican, and have no respect for 
royalty, yot I sallied forth to see the sky- 
rockets, and my spirit of liberty rose with 
tliotn to the zenith. I had not seen a Roman 
candtu for years, and how could I help being 
enthusiastic!" 


"But most of the magnificent spectacles," 


suiil tlio gentleman of socialistic tendencies, 
"fui'iihihod at government expense r "were all 
arranged for thu benefit of the upper classes. 
T!iu rights of the people have been signally 
outraged. Long before coronation day the 
lovers of Westminster ubbey found its doors 
closed upon them und heard ominous sounds 
of hummer and piano coming (ro/n tbe in- 
terior. It Is Biiiil the building is permanently 
Injured. Thu 1'dll M/ill in a recent Issue 
said: 'Those who choose to visit Westminster 
ttbhoy now that it m once more open for 
worship, utter a long period of usolessness, 
will llud melancholy truces of the stupendous 
and costly farce recently enacted there. The 
brave oltl walls have sniff red considerable 
damage, and thu place does not seem like It- 
self—to somo of us it never will again. We 
hopu thu spoilers and blasphemers are satis- 
fied with thoir work." 


"Outside the seal 1'oidiiiK and buildings were 


raised to accommodate lords, ladles and the' 
queen's royal visitors, while the representa- 
tives of the people took a low rank,-andi 
watclicd Uio spectacle from less conspicuous 
coigns of vantage. The people who could 
nut afford to pay £5 or £10 for a window 
or u sout on soniu speculator's stand stood on 
the sidownlka and gutters, elbowing one nil'-' 
other, jostled l>y jwlico on the Olio side and1 
soldiers on tho other; so densely packed Unit 
sumo fainted, some, were seriously hurt; even 
bones were broken. And lol when the royal 
ludy appeared, the object of intense curiosity 
to thin hapless crowd, she was in a closed' 
carriage, with tho proverbial black bonnet 
and voil. There was grumbling and ques- 
tioning as to whore tho crown and robes 
were. Tho bone and Billow of London came 
up out of its workshops to see their queen, 
not tlio widow of the prince consort. The 
rolwa und other state paraphernalia were 
donned ut tho abbey for the benefit of the 
nobility, who could appreciate 
elegance. 


'Thu great unwashed,' it was said, 'could not 
toll llio difference between a black bonnet 
and acrowii.'" 


"Compare this picture," said tho artist, 


"with that clmrming scwnc in the stage life of 
Fanny Kemblo, England's tragedy queen. 
Souing some [<oor woman peeping In through 
thu window of her dressing room at the thea- 
tre, she beckoned them to enter, showed 
them her gowns uud Jewels, gave them a seat 
whoru they could see tho ploy, and when all 
was ended bade them good night with words 
of tenderness and sympathy." 


"But there was one touch of nature," sold 


tho hostess, "in the Westminster farce that 
would make the working women feel akin to 
their sovereign, wore the fact 
generally 


kuown. After the solemn praying and chant- 
ing and offering of thanksgiving to God for 
his tnercics wore all ended the queen retired, 
and her first command was 'a pint bottle of 
stout!' OHO other human episode reached tbe 
people outside. Their little red, short, puffy 
Prince of Wales, in blnziug scarlet uniform, 
was redder still with rago at being placed in 
too close proximity witli his tall, majestic 
brother-in-law, 
the 
Crown Prince of 


Germany, looking like a viking iu his su- 
perb white cuirassier uniform, with re- 
splendent steel helmet and floating white 
plume." 


"Tho review of tho army at Aldershot," 


said the retired general, "was intended to be

"Tbe naval review was a consummate fail-

Newspaper editors immediately busied 
themselves in fanning thu national prido, 
though obliged ever and anon to make most 
disquieting .revelations.

The 
queen was two hours late in starting, so the 
sailors who manned the yards were kept all 
that time, like so many cormorants, up in tho 
rigging in the blazing sun. When ber royi.l 
highness did appear she wag greeted by tho 
firing of a royal salute from all the vessels. 
The booming was, however, the death knell 
of some of her subjects, who by an unhappy 
accident were blown into eternity. Several 
others now lie at Melville hospital. Of these 
lour will be permanently blind. One has his 
hand blown off and the side of his body badly 
mutilated. 
Some are terribly disfigured, 


others have had legs and arms amputated. 
But her majesty waf> honored, and whcl, 
avails the lives of a few privates in the raw > 
Suppose a dozan Battenb»rgs had been tl;< •• 
suddenly dispatched to heaven, would ih> 
rejoicings have proceeded just the sann ; 
The full extent of that accident has not IK 
yet been half told. If thu people knew on" 
tenth of what is going on behind the scenes 
the nation would be in a ferment of indlgna 
tion." 
'"It Is a pertinent question," said tho pro- 
fessor, "and one that is being asked by prac- 
tical people just now, what Victoria Reglna 
has done towards our national development 
that should entitle her to the loyalty of the 
democracy. 
During tlio last fifty years 


Great Britain has increased in wealth, in 
commercial power; she lias developed a sys- 
tem of national education; has added luster 
to all developments of literature, enriched 
science with great discoveries, and with its 
increased population has built up prosperous 
colonies beyond the seas. In achieving all 
this what part has loyalty played? Well, it 
cannot be denied that her majesty and her 
children have contributed their full share tx: 
the population, though unfortunately only to 
the pauper classes, nor is it open to dispute 
that The Queen's Journal has been on im- 
mortal contribution to our literature, and it 
is said a novel from her fertile pen is now In 
preparation. The royal lady can also claim 
that she has signed acts of parliament for 
fifty long years; that she has given state din- 
ners and eaten them too," 


"She has stood up," added our hostess, 


"till her back ached, receiving representa- 
tives ot foreign governments, and even their 
ladles, when the latter did not insult her by 
appearing in high necked dresses. She has also 
many a time suffered with vertigo from lay- 
ing corner stones, and has opened building 
after building, which thankless task has only 
been made endurable by receiving a haud- 
eome commemoration gift. Surely here is 
reason enough why her subjects shoald love 
her." . 


"Let us see," rejoined a member of parlia- 


ment, "what reasons there aro why she should 
love her people. First slio gets from them 
over 12,000,000 a year, and about $700,000 to 
keep her palaces in order. Beside the queen 
has an immense private fortune. She is a 
fabulously rich woman, 110 one knows how 
rich, for she pays no income tax. 
And now 


consider the charges for the royal nursery. 
.The princess royal gets in your American cur- 
rency $40,000; tho Prince ot Wales ?«0,000 and 
$300,000 more from the duchy of Cornwall, 
$7,000 for the colonelcy of the Tenth Hus- 
sars; tha Princess of Wales gets $50,000; the 
Duke of Edinburgh, $135,000; the Princess 
Helena, $80,000; .Princess Louise, $80,000; the 
Duchess of Tuck, $25,000; the. Duke of Cou- 
naugut, |12S,000; the Duchess of Albany, 
$80,000, and then a long line of the queen's 
relatives are pensioned. 
In view of tills 


bountiful provision there is no reason why 
the reigning family should not feel jubilant." 


"But it would have been more patriotic," 


sold the clergyman, "if there had been some- 
thing done in the Interest of the people. 
Fouphnndred pounds, given mostly in penny 
contributions by working women as an offer- 
ing to the queen, was expected to come Imcic 
to tbe nation in the form of some great ulmr-. 
Ity. But nothing is heard of tho money, 
though days are growing into weeks, wecis 
into months. 
The whole history of this 


'woman's offering1 is revolting in its syco- 
phancy. It was started by ladies to court 
advancement, and who took this means of 
currying favor." 


"Yes," said the general, "wives of certain 


officers at AJdershot—I could name them if I 
chose—went from door' to door in the bar- 
racks and put official pressure on tbe wives of 
the soldiers to make them contribute. It was 
well known to these official females that toe 
soldiers are shamefully underpaid, on the 
supposition that if they marry tboir wives 
will add to their income. 
You know in 


Germany if a woman marries au officer she 
must first prove that she has a sufficient in- 
come to support herself and family. Tho 
idea is well understood here, though not so 
clearly defined. Autograph letters from the 
Prince of Wales were actually sent to mili- 
tary and naval officers requesting contribu- 
tions for his pot Imperial institute, which 
rests on a very gu&tionable foundation."

It is a rftal pointwitu 
Great Britain to keep on good terms with the 
European powers, yot the three most impor- 
tant ambassadors at the court of St. James— 
Do Staat, Waddington and Jfalnoky—re- 
ceived such shabby treatment that they left 
tne palace m high dudgeon. Surely it was 
to tbe credit of the nation that the princes 
from tbe great dependency of 'India should 
be as well received aa petty European sover- 
eigns, but there was such a want of civility 
that Maharajah Holkar indignantly left Lon- 
don. 
His precipitate retreat was mainly 


caused by the slight offered him and his coun- 
trymen at tbe volunteer review. Tho Indian 
princes were told to leave their carriages out- 
sida Buckingham palace. 
As they picked 


their way in their magnificent robes across 
the court yard little German princelings in 
grand turnouts drove by them right ap to 
tbe pavilion. Nor did this end the slights. 
Ifext come the laying of tbe corner stone of 
tbe Imperial institute. It was supposed this 
building was to be erected for the special 
benefit of the colonies and India. But on 
tbe dais reserved for royalties not an Indian 
prince appeared. They were not even escorted 
to front seat, but left with the general crowd. 
Later they were accorded the privilege of 
paying their own way to Portsmouth and 
back. Sor did they find themselves in a 
royal yacht at the naval review, but on the 
oldest and dirtiest of the troopships at the 
tail end of the procession. Not only were 
representatives of India and the colonies, 
parliamentary representatives of Great 
Britain and Ireland, preceded by tbe yacht 
bearing the queen, not only by that of the 
Prince of Wales and by three others carry- 
ing their betters, but in trnth by the vessel of 
the suite of the royal household. Verily the 
house of Hanover seems to be wholly 
oblivions to court etiquette, to all th» privi- 
leges of rank except what applies to them- 
selves." 


"The avarice of the queen," said the artist, 


"is one of the most lamentable of her charac- 
teristics. She has been in the habit of invit- 
ing distinguished actors to Windsor to give 
private entertainments for herself and royal 
guests, but always remunerating them most 
inadequately for their services, and there was 
much dissatisfaction among some that the 
profession had wasted any money on her 
jubilee. I was in a certain place the other 
day and found myself one of a crowd largely 
composed of actors, among Whom there was 
much indignant talk about 'wasteof money.' 
The 'waste' referred to the cost of the pro- 
fession's address to tho queen. The hundreds 
spent upon it, they declared, had been 
'thrown away,' as her majesty had treated it 
with indifference. On one occasion the queen 
invited the comic actor, Mr. Wyndham, to 
give some recitations. 
VVlien uo left she ac- 


tually had the face to give him half a pound. 
He bowed graciously in receiving it, und on 
arriving at London he put it into a charity 
box and had it registered as a donation from 
himself and tbe queen. Another evidence of 
ber parsimony is now going the rounds of the 
British Liberal journals niter this fashion: 


"'What is mine is my own,' cries her 


majesty; and she has no intention of letting 
anything that is absolutely horvprivate prop- 
erty fall into the bauds of I he nation. 
She 


bos determined to store the costly gifts re- 
ceived during her jubilee at Balmoral and 
Osborne, instead of at Buckingham palace 
and Windsor, as it is at, these latter royal 
residences that there are collections of 
precious things which are crown property, 
and ber majesty ig fearful that some of ber 
presents, if stored at either of these places, 
may be confounded at some distant date with 
what belongs to the mi tion, and give rise to 
disputes between herself, her heirs, adminis- 
trators or assigns and the crown. Good, 
careful queen I It is a pity "tho nation has not 
been equally careful in the past, as there are 
many priceless possessions of theirs which 
have t;ot mixed up witli her majesty's own 
treasures, and now the sovereign is much 
surprised when it is ]>oinl.r*fl out to her that 
they do not belong to IKT f«'rsojiiil)y.'" 


"Did 
you ever hear," said tho venerable 


general, "that before ber marriage- her maj- 
esty wus hopelessly iu love with the captain 
of the Royiil guards—a tnll, splendid looking 
man? Her passion was so well known Uial 
tho captain was ordered to India and the 
German Prince Albert, promptly imported.' 


With this dainty bit ot goysip and some 


discussion on social ethics the Indira retired.
